o ut a J o ke o r a pleasant wo rd fro m 
his superio r. 
The result Is that w hen­ 
ever they have the tim e o r leisure fro m

to w ith a w ill and co m pete with each 
o ther in m aking their o fficers co m fo rt 
able. 
It is in this way that nearly 
every o fficer has a little J apanese gar­ 
den behind his ho use. 
One o f the lieu­ 
tenants to ld me: 
*1 have to be very 
careful in giving o ut tasks to my so l­ 
diers, fo r it o ften happens that I have 
underestim ated the tim e it w ill take to 
co m plete, and my so ldiers so m etim es 
o verwo rk. 
The o ther night I set my 
men a ta*k which I tho ught co uld be 
o o mpleted in a few ho urs. 
I fo rgo t 
ail abo ut it until the next day, when I 
fo und that the so ldiers had wo rked all 
night rather than disappo int m e in fall­ 
ing to have the wo rk finished In tim e.’’ 
The attitude o f the Chinese to all this 
activity is o ne o f dum b asto nishm ent, 
y et there can be no do ubt that the re­ 
sult o f all these o bject lesso ns w ill be 
to launch the Chines® upo n a new era 
in their so cial, po litical and mo ral life 
fo r, slo w as tbe Chinaman is to learn, 
even he canno t fail to appreciate the 
w o nderful difference which the J apa­ 
nese have already bro ught into their 
Tillage life.

Many steps in h u man progress were 
taken so many y ears ago th at we can 
not assign ev en approx imate dates to 
th em. 
For ex ample th e inv ention of 
th e wh eel for u se in v eh icles and th e 
su bju gation of th e h orse and oth er 
domestic animals. 
Th ere is no qu estion in my mind 
bu t wh at th e greatest single inv ention 
of man was th at of th e alph abet. 
Man liv ed u pon th e earth mu ch long­ 
er with ou t an alph abet th an be h as 
liv ed with it. 
Th e first alph abet 
seems to h av e been th e Ph oenician. It 
is su pposed to h av e been inv ented as 
early as 1300 B. C. th ou gh it did not 
come into u se among oth er nations for 
sev eral centu ries afterwards. 
It is 
th e basis of ou r alph abet of today . 
Th e bu ilding u p of tbe fiv e great 
empires of ancient h istory marked 
th e adv ance of th e h u man race with 
su ccessiv e steps. Th en followed th e 
dismal periods of a th ou sand y ears 
du ring wh ich mankind made bu t lit­ 
tle progress, and ev en went backward 
in v ery many respects, th e old civ iliza­ 
tion giv ing awav before th e adv ance 
of tbe barbarians. 
Th ere were th ree steps in h u man 
progress wh ich marked th e transition 
from th e middle ages 
to 
modern 
times, and th ey were all pretty near 
togeth er.
